Research undertaken by the International Labour Office has 
shown that electricity has been a factor in a substantial proportion 
of coal-mine disasters in recent years. The present code of practice 
relating to accidents due to electricity underground in coal mines 
was approved by a meeting of experts convened from 13 countries. 
The code is presented in the form of rules but has no binding force ; 
it is merely a body of practical advice for the guidance of all those 
who, in any capacity, have some responsibility for safety in coal 
mines. Its value lies in the fact that it embodies the knowledge 
and experience of many countries. In drafting the code the experts 
kept in mind that coal-mining techniques are steadily progressing 
and that allowance should be made both for existing conditions 
and for conditions that will exist in the future. Consequently the 
code has been framed in such a way as to ensure a maximum of 
protection under existing conditions without at the same time 
hindering technical progress.
